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En glish Abstract 

The purpose of this study Is to discuss the importance of 
reading other than assi^ed or tetxt-book material, in the life of the 
' 6-10 year old child, and to establish criteria by which a good book 

in general, and the fanciful tale in particular^ can be judged. 

It examines the findings of modem research in the fields of 
education and child development, and uses these as a basis of judging 
lihat kind of reading material meets the needs and interests of children 
of this age group. It also examines samples of the fanciful tale that 
have survived in the West, in an att®i5)t to arrive at the literacy qua- 
lities that appeal to children of the above-mentioned group. 

It tries to evaluate what has been done in this field in Arabic 
through the analysis of the following five adaptations from the Arabian 

Nights by Karail Kilani: 

1 . Abdullah al Barri and Abdullah al-Bahri . 

2. Khosrawshah. 

3. Al-Malik Ajib. 

4. Aladdin. 

5. Ali Baba and the Forty Thieves. 

Our children used to get the stories they liked through their 
parents, grand mothers and servants. They had stories written especially 
for them for the first time, early in the thirties of this century. This 
change of the source of their stories brought many changes into the stories 
themselves and in their aiinsj instead of being given to the child to please 
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him and make him happy as they used to do, they were written for him, 
nowj to instruct him and preach to him. 

This emphasis on didacticism is a sad mistake. Modem Psycho- 
logy says that preaching has no clear influence on the character of the 
child. Besides, the child dislikes it, and often skips pages on end just 
to avoid it. The aim of literature should be to give pleasure, and as 
long as it is doubtful that open preaching has any value in improving the 
child, but always obstructs his pleasure, the aim of writers of children's 
literature should be to study the nature of the child, his interests, 
likes, and dislikes, and his understanding, to be able to give him trfiat 
suits him at his ovn stage of development. 

Good literature for the young has for its primary aim the gi- 
ving of pleasure, and when it does that many values acrue on its reader. 
For it enriches the life of the child by increasing his knowledge of the 
coirqplexities of life. It gives him insight into his own ©notional prob- 
lems. It offers him amusement and escape from his problans which increase 
as he grows and matures. And, besides aJJI that, it reinforces his exis- 
ting attitudes, gives him the chance to acquire new attitudes, values and 
ideals. Literature does that only vhea it is fine, and when it avoids 
the direct, didactic approach; it does that by giving the child characters 
he loves and with whom he can identify. 

The most popular form of literature among children 6-10 years 
of age, is the fanciful folk tale. They like it because it tells a world 
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much like their own, but sufficiently different to make it wonderful. 
The things in it are familiar things but they are intermixed with unusual 
elements which make them strange and wonderful. They like It also, be- 
cause they find in it a source of values, which they feel and appreciate 
but not on the conscious level; for the fanciful tale often deals with 
the conflict between the good and the evil, and ^ids with the good winning, 
and the evil punished, and this appeals to their sense of justice. They 
like it for its sensory appeal, and for its action that satisfies their 
love of achievement and success. 

This fanciful tale, ^ich is popular among children of this age 
group, is different in form from other kinds of tales. It requires, aside 
from an interesting theme and a suitable style, a particular form consist- 
ing of a short swift intiToduction, a good plot that develops the action 
and brings the characters to life, and a short swift end that rounds up 
the action and brings the necessary punishments and rewards. 

Arabic authors have in "The Arabian Nights Entertainments ", a 
rich source of fanciful tales, that can be adapted for the yotmg. But the 
book affords many problems idiich the adapter must tackle with great skill. 
The heart of these probleans lies in its licentiousness, and the values that 
permeate the book as a result of that. But even if this makes it difficult 
for a writer to take a story piece-meal he can still make use of the fanci- 
ful elements to build up stories of his own. 

Kamil Kilanl has adf^ted many tales for the use of Arab Children. 



Kilani's major fault seems to be his didacticism; very often he neglects 
the principles of good writing, so his stories c«me out with poor plots, 
and an unsuitable style. 

It is hoped that this thesis will be of help to writers of 
children's books, and to parents in choosing books for them .
